There is a' twofold calling. 

I. That which is more general; and in 
this ſenſe many are called, and yet few even 
of theſe very called ones are choſen, Matth. 
20. 16. Thus thoſe ſimple ones, that loved 
ſimplicity, thoſe fools that hated know - 
ledge, were called to turn: but Wiſdom 
complains, I have called and ye refuſed, I 
have ſtretched forth my hand, but no man 
regarded; ye have ſet at nought my coun- 
ſel, and would none of my reproof, Prov. + 
24,25. And truly fuch as thus, arecalle 
are inexcuſable, that they yield not to the 
call, that they live and act ſo unſuitably to 
the many warnings, rebukes, invitations, 
directions that are given them by the Mini- 
ſuy of the Goſpel. 

2. That calling which is eſſedual; w 
the ſound of the Goſpel fo pow | 
made mighty by the Spirit, pierces further 
than the ear and brain; the i 
being indeed awakened, and the heart, 
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ſelf being ſo wrought upon, a#'to yield it 


ſelf unto the Lord. Thus they of Mace- 


dnia, when called, gave their own ſelves 


to the Lord, 2 Cor. 8. 5. In this call there 


is not only a revelation of the Lord Jeſus, 


and an invitation to come to him; but 


there is a powerful traction and drawing of 


the ſoul to cloſe with, and readily to ac- 
cept of him. And Chriſt being received, 
ſtrength is given forth from him, to walk 
in him. Col. 2. 6, 7. As ye have therefore 
received Chriſt Feſus the Lord, ſo walk in 
him ; rooted and built up in him, and ſta- 
blifhed, & c. Saints ſhould live like ther- 
ſelves, as thoſe that are indeed called unto 
Fght and holineſs. This effectual calling 
is chiefſy to be underſtood: only the thus 
ralled, can and will walk worthy of it.

Our walking fol- 
lows after our calling, and therefore can-
